Oftentimes 
fully ene-third of the patrons 
who, waiting for a train, must 
wait on the platform, the wait¬ 
ing room being overcrowded. 
There is never sufficient seating 
room. The women and children 
are huddled in and have no pri¬ 
vacy and are subject to disa¬ 
greeable annoyance due to over¬ 
crowding. 

Platform. There is electric 
light, all night service, in the 
town, and as the platform is 
reached by a considerable num¬ 
ber of steps from every ap¬ 
proach surely it is reasonable to 
expect adequate electric light¬ 
ing and avoid the grave proba¬ 
bility of accidents- 

Telephene. This is such a 
public convenience, especially to 
the rural community, almost 
every farmstead having a phone, 
that it has obviously become a 
clamourous need. The farmers 
sometimes come long distances 
to get freight on the chance of 
it being there, when a phone 
message would save the trip in 
the case of the goods not having 
arrived. 

Freight Sheds. On account of 
the room being to small, way- 
freight must, in most cases, be 
unloaded direct from cars, and 
even then the cars are often 
shunted to same other spot be¬ 
tween dray-loads Farmers 
and drays often arrive for 
freight while the wayfreight is 
in the yard, and in this case 
they simply have to wait until

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THE INCREASE IN RAILWAY RATES 

The decision of the Railway commission in 
handing'out the railways permission to increase 
theirrates, has given rise to unanimous pro¬ 
test.

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at tbe 
commencement of tbe present war, and 
lias since continued to be! a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Snb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
leaidence upon Rnd cultivation of laud in 
eacli of three years. 

In certain districts a homesti adermay 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
•pre-emption. Price S3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in ench of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining hotneslead 
patent, if hecaiinr-t secure a pre emotion, 
limy take s purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months iu each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acree and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may conn? time ol 
employ men I as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion l ands are advertl-ed 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have served"overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
orily k!.-PP v >"8 for entry at local Agents 
Office (lr* lot Sub-Agency).
